EVERYONE WANTS 
TO BE A PUBLISHER 


By Charles Clayton 


According to The Motorcyclists Post 
(one of about two dozen periodicals 
serving the American motorcycle enthu- 
siast) the AMA Executive Director plans 
to make all his loyal members (except 
Life Timers) take a $3 subscription to 
the magazine “American Motorcycling” 
beginning June 1st. 

Since it would appear that the AMA 
is dead set on entering the swinging 
world of bigtime publishing, a few ear- 
nest words of advice would not be out 
of order. Everyone tells us how to run 
our business, so why shouldn't we pass 
on to the AMA these unsolicited obser- 
vations, painfully learned during almost 
fifteen years of labor in the publishing 
vineyard? 

First off, the Executive Director will 
have to start "looking the part" of a big 
publishing director. Hirsute sidebums 
(moustache optional) and bandanna ties 
are the uniform of the day. His somber 
suits will have to go to Goodwill and in 
their place wear a zippered leather crea- 
tion by Tony Llad. He should direct the 
magazine staff from his bed, surrounded 
by lissome motor maids. 

“American Motorcycling” will be too 
trite a title for the big mag. We suggest 
holding a contest to choose a new name, 
like “Cycle Orgasm”. (One suggestion 
we heard was “Berry’s Vanity Press.” 


We are sure readers can think of other 
more or less appropriate names.) 

Big circulation is not without its 
problems, however. Certain worries will 
inevitably vex the Director’s ambitious 
brow. It’s well known that circulation 
revenue alone can’t pay the costs of 
publishing. Much advertising will have 
to be solicited, at considerably higher 
rates, to pay the printer. “Lead time” 
(the time needed to prepare and print a 
magazine) will have to be increased, 
hopefully not longer than 6 months, lest 
they be scooped by the annuals. 

Of course, having a guaranteed cir- 
culation, the staff need not worry much 
about news value. The editor could omit 
such transitory fluff as coming events 
and who won what, leaving lots of space 
for items of lasting interest such as 
memoranda from the Director. 

АП this fine advice may be wasted, 
unless the AMA membership takes kindly 
to the increased dues and compulsory 
magazine. (About 100,000 of them re- 
jected the plan when it was voluntary.) 
The whole scheme may result in a con- 
siderably smaller AMA altogether, and 
then the Director would have a lot more 
time to devote to publishing. Meantime, 
several publishers of our acquaintance 
are laying plans to enter theAssociation 
business. Sanctions and memberships 
are a lot more profitable to print than 
magazines, after all.

GARDENA, CAL. April 9, 1970 — Dave 
Aldana devastated the Ascot bunch. He 
did it so convincingly that when it was all 
over, he was the unchallengeable winner 
by a whopping straightaway length. 

Brelsford was the logical choice for 
the win by virtue of his Trophy Dash win 
over Aldana, Mulder and fast Amateur, 
Tod Sloan, but logic is dangerous at 
Ascot. 

Dusty Coppage led into the first turn 
of the Main with Van Leeuwen tuning in 
behind him; Dave Aldana made his initial 
bid for first place in the first turn and 
tried to pass them both but was relegated 
to third momentarily. Eddie Mulder and 
Brelsford were the next two into the turn, 
Brelsford suffered from anapparent loss 
of low gear at the start. At the back field 
exit it was the Skipper, Coppage, Aldana, 
Mulder and Brelsford, Coming onto the 
front straight Aldana got by Coppage, 
then Brelsford and Coppage passed each 
other twice in fifty feet. It went that way 
for three laps but Aldana perserveredat 
every opportunity and finally showed up 
where Van Leeuwen thought he should 
have been; in first place! Aldana half- 
miled it inside of the Skipper right onup 
into the T.T. turn and was steaming itso 
hard that in coming onto the jump, he had 
to roll the throttle off a bit to miss the 
outer edge of the ramp! That was his only 
near-loss of first place that whole night; 
he had the lead and absolutely coveted it. 

In the next lap, the Skipper pulled to 
within five feet of the Beeza, and Brels- 
ford had moved an equal distance behind 
Van Leeuwen's Triumph. B.S.A., Triu- 
umph, and Harley were each in striking 
distance. 

The Harley and Triumph minced dirt 
for a couple of laps but B.S.A, mounted 
Aldana, meanwhile, was just tearing it 
up. Brelsford lost second again only to 
regain it once more and Aldana was still 
making unreal flights through the half- 
mile turns, Aldana may or may not be 
the unsafe rider people claim, but he is 
the kind of racer that doesn’t know how to 
float when he’s built up a safe lead. Man! 
He is one more racer and spectators eat 
it up. He’ll race with himself and he 
certainly mastered his race Thursday 
night. 

At the finish he was still stretching 
distance on Brelsford, who had almost 
half a lap on the sputtering Triumph of 
Van Leeuwen. Mulder was a distant 
fourth and Lloyd Houchins, in fifth, was 
glad it was over, having fought Dave 
Hansen back all the way. 

The Amateurs? well, ... 

Tod Sloan will not cherish his second 
place trophy. After an absolute runaway 
race over Terry Dorsch, Randy Ellis, 
and last week's winner John Hateley, 
Sloan slowed down to half speed on the 
last lap for some unexplainable reason, 
Hateley cashed in on the opportunity and 
closed the one-half lap distance between 
them and then added a few more inches 
to take the win at the finish line by a 
wheel, After finishing dead last the pre- 
vious week, Randy Ellis had fourth place 
sewn up convincingly until a course 
marker shifted gears for him in the T.T. 
turn, bending his lever in the process, 
Terry Dorsch put third place to bed 
ahead of Tom Clark and Randy Ellis 
finished up the night dead last, again, 
due to shifting problems. 

The Novices didn’t ride like Novices, 
as Ray Vanderpool ona Yamaha snatched 
up the lead from Gary Scott whose Bul- 
taco was running so fast it was under 
protest, Scott eventually routed Vander- 
pool and went on for a hair-raising win, 
angling his bike sixty degrees over the 
jump. The protest was unproven, and 
Scott was given the princely sum of 
$27.00 for his tire destroying ride, Carl 
Byers on another Yamaha grabbed third, 
and Ron Moore rounded out fourth with 
another Bultaco, 

And if the thought of wild T.T, racing 
isn’t exciting enough, the promoters have 
promised half-mile action to follow on 
Friday nights, Wow!

in the feature event of the two day View- 
finder’s Grand Prix held on a specially 
made course in the hills around Bay 
Mare Raceway last weekend, 

John won the 500 Senior race after 
catching and passing Al Baker and his 
brand new Yamaha 360 MX, Baker jump- 
ed into an early lead and held it most of 
the way around the three mile loop be- 
fore DeSoto's pressure got to be too 
much and the flying Hawaiian got by. 

The wet towels and bottles had been 
passed around in the pits following the 
45 minute grind, John said he liked the 
course and said it was challenging, ‘‘I 
was afraid it was going to be dusty so I 
wanted to get out front where it wouldn't 
be so bad.’’ He did just that but not with 
out a good fight from Mr, Baker. 

Rich Thorwaldson was thumping his 
Rickman Westlake along in third place 
in the first lap when a spill high up on a 
ridge on the back side of the course 
dropped him off the side of the hill, 

“It seemed like it slid down that hill 
a long way before I finally gotit stopped»? 
he said later, Rich’s detour puthim back 
in about 8th or 10th and he was really 
hauling the mail in his catch up ride that 
finally netted him third behind DeSoto 
and Baker.

The Belgian Geboers finished second

Suzuki team-mates Joel Robert and 
Olle Petersson didn't fare as well and 
suffered mechanical problems Ша! 
dropped them out of contention, Both 
Robert and Pettersson had problems with 
the bulky Suzuki exhaust pipe coming 
loose. Geboers led the first moto until 
his expansion chamber came adrift and 
he was passed by Aberg. 

Both the 500 and 250 championships 
will be challenged by Suzuki this year and 
the machinery is appparently quite com- 
petitive, The 250cc bike is claimed to 
develop 30 hp and weighs 194 pounds. 

The 1970 version is fitted with a five

The larger machine delivers 38 hp at 
6500 rpm and has a 80 x 73 mm bore/ 
stroke configuration.

The European Grand Prix season 
starts this month in Spain and Geboers, 
Robert and Pettersson will be fielded 
with a team manager and three or four 
mechanics.

BATCO) has been building tough, light- 
weight motorcycles since 1963, In those 
seven years the original Hodaka has 
been developed part by part in a slow but 
constant program of product improve- 
ment that has fostered what will be one 
of the most popular names in lightweight 
dirt racing; the Super Rat.

The Super Ratis one of those just-right 
balances of carefully engineered go-fast 
components tempered with lots of race 
proven reliability, And it's all put to- 
gether with a close watch on production 
costs so that the bike can be bought by 
almost any race ready kid who has a 
lucrative paper route. 

Not that the Super Rat is kid stuff, It 
is solid, confidence inspiring and power- 
ful enough to carry adult sized riders 
right along with the 80 pound wonders. 

For years now the Hodaka Ace 100 has 
been a mainstay of 100cc motocross and 
scrambles competition, Jack Morgan's 
Hodakas are always a good bet in the 
trail bike class of any desert race, 
Morgan is last year’s AMA Dist. 37 trail 
bike champ and he is way out in front of 
this year’s points race, 

The Ace was not designed as a racer 
and there was a lot that had tobe done to 
it before it was ready for astarting line, 

The prolific American speed parts 
industry remedied that and soon there 
was a storehouse of bolt-on goodies that 
racers could choose from to transform 
their mild mannered trail bike into fire 
breathing track demon, 

There were special high compression 
heads, special carb and manifold set ups, 
a host of different expansion chamber 
configurations and every back alley ma- 
chinist had a secret trick for squeezing 
one more port into the barrel, Several 
suspension changes were offered includ- 
ing a few completely new sets of re- 
placement forks, 

With a fair-sized outlay of cash and a 
lot of whittling the Hodaka could be made 
into a winner, 


Now all the handi- work has been done. 

Essentially what PABATCO has done 
is study and select the changes that 
People were making on their Ace 100’s to 
turn it into a motocross bike, distill that 
information into engineering prerequi- 
sites and redesign the bike from the 
ground up. 

The result is a race-ready 100cc

motocrosser that needs only to have gas 
and oil added and numbers painted on, 

PABATCO quizzed people like Jack 
Morgan and Inglewood's Intensified Ho- 
daka builder Ed Crowell on their ideas 
about Hodakability, They did lots of hard 
trail riding in the Oregon desert followed 
by hours in the conference room before 
drafting up a list of qualifications that 
were sent to the engineering department 
and subsequently to Japan where the 
ideas were formed into metal realities. 

With the Super Rat all the racing items 
are built on at the factory where mass 
production techniques keep the cost at a 
minimum, Although the $495 list price 
sounds about as little as you could pay for 
a race bike, the construction and quality 
doesn’t reflect that low figure, Not much 
seems to have been left out and there is 
no sign of skimping on material or 
craftsmanship, It’s nota Micro-Metisse, 
but it doesn’t cost $800 either. 

One of the first things noticeable is the 
19 inch front wheel, Proportionately that 
is about the same as 21 incher on a 
larger motocross bike. The rear wheel 
is shod with a 3.25x18 and both tiresare 
genuine knobbies with rim locks, 

Suspension is very important to a 
motocross bike and the Rat scores well 
here. The front forks are entirely new 
and boast over 5-1/2 inches of travel, 
The springing is progressive and double 
oil dampening keeps the tire in contact 
with the ground when you need it, 

When we first rode the bike we noticed 
the forks topping, that is, banging the 
end of the travel when the tire left the 
ground, In checking around we found that 
the prescribed treatment for this condi-

tion was a special fork oil mixture. The 
PABATCO test crew has concocted a 
formula of 70% 30 weight oil and 30% 70 
weight that is said to be ideal for the 
valving in the dampeners, It sounds 
strange to us too but the explanation is 
something like mixing large marbles with 
small marbles, The oil molecules don’t 
change size and go through the valving 


at different rates, By the way, the valving 
is similar to that used by Ed Crowell in 
his earlier ‘‘Rough Stuff’? Hodaka forks, 

Rear suspension is by double dampened 
progressively sprung, adjustable coil/ 
shock units, The first few days we rode 
the Rat we reckoned that they were too 
stiff because the rear wheel wouldn’t 
stay on the ground over the rippley spots, 
Later, when we raced the bike on a 
pretty choppy motocross they didn’t seem 
too bad at all. Perhaps the secret is to 
hit the bumps hard enough that the shocks 
have to give. However, several people 
we talked to agreed that a lighter rider 
would probably benefitfrom fitting softer 
springs, Konis or Girlings bolt up and 
offer the additional advantage of being 
an inch or so shorter which gives a few 
more degrees rake on the front forks, 

Handling is a far cry from the skittery, 
tricky feeling 100's of a few years ago, 
The Super Rat is predictable and con- 
trollable, It feels about as big and strong 
as a 170 pound bike could feel, While 
racing you feel that if it ever got badly 
out of shape a stomp on the ground or a 
yank on the bars would bring it right back 
on the groove, It makes racing safe and 
carefree, 

Powerwise the Rat seems to be just 
about right, While probably down on the 
kind of horses that can be extracted from 
that engine for smooth TTs or road rac- 
ing, the power comes on early in therev 
Scale and is useable all the way up. When 
the revs are up just a little the throttle 
can be rolled on and off to controlslides 
just like a larger displacement machine, 
There is no pipey surge that comes on 
just at the right time to pitch you off on 


your noggin, PABATCO has never re- 
leased horse power ratings for this en- 
gine, choosing to do their racing on the 
track rather than on the dyno reports, 

The engine is topped off with a new 
barrel and high (13 to 1) compression 
head. A 24 mm Mikuni carb is connected 
to the huge two stage foam air cleaner. 
The unobtrusive expansion chamber is

upswept and heat shielded. 

The five speed gear boxis the standard 
wide ratio unit as fitted to earlier models 
but the clutch is a new beefier version, 

1f the Super Rat has an Achilles heel 
it has to be the shifting mechanism, It’s 
butter smooth when it’s clean and oiled 
but the countershaft sprocket is under 
the same aluminum cover and the chain 
acts like a conveyor belt to carry mud 
and grit to mire the works. 

We had occasion to ride in some real 
goo and the gear box jammed. The sub- 
sequent frustrated lever stomping final- 
ly led to the only mechanical failure we 
experienced in several weeks of riding 
and racing. 

The hot tip here is to pack the shifter 
parts with heavy grease periodically and 
wash it after riding in heavy mud, Un- 
like earlier models the Super Rat has a 
couple of zerk fittings to facilitate this 
procedure, 

In our travel with the Rat a lot of 
people have expressed concern about a 
problem with engine seizure caused by 
running too lean in the mid-range. 

PABATCO explained that some of the 
first units were released with a carb 
needle that was unsuitable but that cor- 
rective information was mailed to deal- 
ers and that all the new bikes were set 
up correctly, 

Ed Crowell told us that the only people 
that had trouble with the engines prob- 
ably didn’t know what they were doing 
anyway. Like any racing two stroke the 
Super Rat has to be tuned for the condi- 
tions at hand, Ed says that with a little 
experience you can start it in the shop, 
jet it richer or leaner by ear and be 
right on. '

Safety Chief Addresses M. I. C. 


An address by Mr, Doug Toms, Direc- 
tor of the National Highway Safety 
Bureau, highlighted the first annual 
meeting of the members of the newly 
formed Motorcycle Industry Council, 
Mr, Toms, in his position as Director of 
the governmental organization most con- 
cerned with motorcycle legislation, 
stressed the need for close cooperation 
between the National Highway Safety 
Bureau, related governmental bodies and 
the Motorcycle Industry Council, He com- 
mended the motorcycle industry for tak- 
ing positive steps of unification so work 
with agencies, such as the NHSB, can be 
accomplished much more efficiently, 


Mr, Toms and other members of 
various other governmental parties join- 
ed the industry group in an open panel 
type discussion on various subjects re- 


lated to the advancement of motorcycle 
safety. 

The Motorcycle Industry Council con- 
sists of membership from motorcycle 
manufacturers, distributors and allied 
trade people that represent over 90% of 
the sales generated in this growing in- 
dustry. Retail motorcycle dealers can 
also be associate members of the or- 
ganization and it is anticipated that the 
majority of retail dealers across the 
country will become members. The Mo- 
torcycle Industry Council grew out of a 
merger of two former industry organi- 
zations, the Motorcycle, Scooter and 
Allied Trades Association and the Motor- 
cycle Safety Council, 

The council members heard reports 
from each Board of Director member 
who serves as chairman of one of the 
nine different committees comprising the 


basic organizational structure of the 
council, 


Another major highlight, in the meet- 
ing activities, was the development of 
preliminary plans for state motorcycle 
associations in each of the 50 states, 
Special guests included dealer princi- 
pals who are acting as presidents of an 
already existing state association in 10 
states.

The general plan is 
that each state association will work 
directly with governmental agencies

THOUSANDS RIDE YUMA PRISON RUN

YUMA, ARIZ, April 4, 5, 1970 — 2000 
Motorcycle Touring enthusiasts from the 
11 Western States as well as Missouri 
and Wisconsin, converged upon the Old 
Territorial Prison Town of Ft, Yuma, 
Arizona this weekend, as the Norwalk 
Centaurs hosted their 9th annual ** Yuma 
Prison Tour”, 


Riders began arriving early Friday 
afternoon and staked out campsites at 
Yuma’s Joe Henry Park, where the 
registrations and most of the meet's 
activities centered, 

Less than three hours before registra- 
tion closing time, Joy Garcia, the Cen- 
taur's secretary, expressed concern that 
mail-in entries had run behind last 
year's, But by parade time post entries 
had raised the official number to nearly 
1000, and tag-a-longs swelled the ranks 
to an estimated 2000,

Through the slow hours of registration, 
there was a continuous Bingo game be- 
neath the shade trees of Joe Henry Park, 
and many of the coveted ‘‘Convict’’ 
Trophies were awarded. 

At 5 pm riders began filing into the 
giant Yuma Jay-Cee Hall for the usual 
pits barbecue, served with cole slawand 
beans, punch and coffee, 

The lunch line lasted for more than 
two hours, and between chow time and the 
dance, the riders amused themselves in 
various ways. Hundreds rode the 20 
miles to San Luis, Sonora, Mexico where 
they visited the curio stores, with many 
Californians taking advantage of the tax- 
free Mexican liquor, 

During dance intermissions the tro- 
phies were presented.

Another outcome of this big Briggs 
deal in the States is the possibility of a 
12-match series between an American 
National side and a ‘‘Rest of the World’’ 
team, which Barry will select from the 
pick of English, Scandinavian and Aus- 
tralian riders, ‘‘I have already contacted 
several riders," Briggs told me, from 
his home in Southampton, Hants, Eng- 
land, *«And they are all very keen to 
compete in such a series, But the final 
selection of the team will be left until 
the end of the European season in Oct." 

Busy Briggs, Biritsh mainagentfor the 
Czechoslovakian Jawa motorcycle fac- 
tory, is also in negotiation to fly in a 
team of American riders to tour British 
Division II tracks, ‘‘It looked likt this 
deal was off when the British promoters 
said that although they would like to see 
the Americans, they would not pay their 
air fares to Britain," said Briggs. ‘‘But 
now I have been checking with the pro- 
moters and things are by no means 
hopeless, The prospect of American rid- 
ers appearing in Britain is still very 
much on in 1970.” 

Barry’s stable-mate Ivan Mauger, who 
has also been trying to crack into the 
Yank big-time, has now decided against 
switching full time to Stateside speed- 
уау. “Му family are now settled in 
Britain and I must put their interests 
first," said Ivan. 

But interest in speedway in America 
seems to be growing, Recently James 
W. Elborn Jr,, head of Dixie Motor 
Cycle Sales Inc., of Lakeland, Forida, 
contacted London for details of speedway: 
racing in Britain, “I am interested in 
getting it started in Florida,’’ he said. 

British authorities have replied to

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SMITH AND HIS OSSA DO IT AT CARLSBAD

CARLSBAD, CALIF. April 5, 1970 — 
First year Expert Dave Smith, riding a 
250 Ossa out of Escondido’s Honda North 
Country, took the overall win in the Ex- 
pert class at the Brush Barons 1st 
Annual Mini Prix Sunday, at Carlsbad 
Raceway. 

The weather was perfect, there wasn't 
a cloud in the sky and it was about 75 
degrees. 

The program got underway early, with 
the Experts going off at 9 a,m, The rid- 
ers meeting was held on the line, with 
riders ready to race when it was over, 

The course started on the drag strip, 
turned left onto the dragster return road,

The riders returned from the opposite 
direction on the drag strip and went 
through the hot car pits, where they re- 
fueled. 

Each race ran 2 hours with the leading 
Expert turning in about 24 laps, 


In the 3rd lap of Expert competition 
Smith had moved to 3rd overall, trying 
to catch B. Goodman, who had about a 20 
second lead on the pack. 

During the sixth lap Goodman either 
went down or made a pit stop, because 
Smith had taken the lead, About 1/2 way 
through the race Smith had to stop for 
gas, He had a good pit stop, but had 
trouble re-starting. As luck would have 
it Goodman and about four other riders 
passed him, During the next lap Smith 
had weeded out the other four bikes and 
was after Goodman again, Somewhere on 
the back of the course the gremlins got 
to Goodman’s bike and Smith took over 
the lead holding it all the way to the 
checkered flag. R. Vesco on a 125 Sachs 
was not far behind, 

C.Z, rider J. Rudolph wasalso attack- 
ed by the gremlins, as three quarters of 
the way through the last lap he lost his 
primary sprocket, 

Unofficial results showed Smith, first 


overall and first 250cc; M. Fox, first ' 


Open class; and R. Vesco, first 125cc 
and third Overall, 
There was a one hour break before 


the Novices went off, during which time 
the club re-limed and checked the 3 
mile course, 

At noon, the Novices were flaged off 
the line, There were about 80 riders and 
when the dust cleared from the first lap, 
it was W, Thorton leading on a Maico, 
On lap eight, it was W. Thorton and R, 
Key in the Open class, M, Harper and 
W. Crow in the 250 and J, Nachant in 
the 125's. 

Some of the Novice riders were really 
getting across the ground, with G. Jas- 
per riding his 2nd race on a Husky, R. 


Rudolph riding a borrowed Ossa, and a 
young man not much bigger than a minute 
on a 125 Bul, all showing good form, 

During the last of the race W. Crow 
got around M, Harper and then on the 
last lap Harper repassed Crow. W. 
Thorton got the checkers at about 2:10 
p.m, 

The long race took its toll on a num- 
ber of bikes and riders, but the majority 
of opinion was that the Brush Barons 
put on another well marked, well or- 
ganized race. Official results will be 
available later,

BRUCE BROWN WORKING ON FILM 
ABOUT MOTORCYCLE COMPETITION

DANA POINT, CALIF, — Well, sports 
fans, Bruce Brown —surfer, biker, film 
maker- is at it again, This time, making 
a flick about motorcycles. Or, a little 
more specificially, about motorcycle 
events, riders, machines, spectators 
and the like, 

Of course, this is hardly news to those 
of you who've attended your local M.C,'s 
thing recently, Brown and company have 
been busy filming various events for the 
past few months. 

“Any Sunday’’ — as the film is tenta- 
tively called — will attempt to cinemati- 
cally portray the current motorcycle 
scene, From speedway to motocross to 
trials to enduro, Brown hopes to chron- 
icle the ins and outs, ups and downs, of 
the two wheeled world, 

And those of youfamiliar with Brown’s 
initial, big time, surfing endeavor, ‘‘The 
Endless Summer’’, realize that he’s the 
man to do it, 

But don’t go running off to your neigh- 
borhood Bijou. Nearly 150,000 feet — 
about 70 hours—have already been shot, 
and, with luck, by January enough footage 
will have been completed to begin— that’s 
right, BEGIN — to put the whole thing 
together, 

And, with some more luck, it will be 
distributed in the summer of 1971. But 
Brown's in no hurry. Maybe in the sum- 
mer of 1972, he says rather casually, 

The thing is, he says, it has to be just 
right, Accurate, Legitimate. An honest 
picture about motorcycling, Telling It 
Like It Is, if you’ll pardon a cliche, 

And, again, you graduates of surfdom 
and ‘‘The Endless Summer’? know that 
Bruce Brown will undoubtedly do exactly 
that, 

*[ just hope that it will do the sport 
good and give it the recognition that it 
deserves," Brown said last week, ‘I 


realize that a lot of other people have 
said this, but my main concern is showing 
what motorcycling is really like, I mean 
it, Of course I hope it makes money, but 
that’s really secondary.’’ And you believe 
him, Absolutely. 

So far, his four man crew has shot, 
among other things, the internationally 
famous Daytona 200 and The Mint (Las 
Vegas) 400, And, this past weekend, they 
were on location at the not-so-interna- 
tionally-famous Bees M,C. Hillclimb in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, All sides of the 
picture. 

A sizeable portion of the film will re- 
volve around California riding ace, Mal- 
colm Smith, Brown feels that Smith 
epitomizes the nature of the sport: An 
easy going rider, making his living at a 
bike shop, who, on any given Sunday, can 
enter any one of a variety of events, and 
give the best of competition hell, 

Additionally, Brown is considering 
shooting a segment of film devoted to one 
of the nation’s professional circuit 
riders, 

The Dana Point film maker goes to 
great lengths in avoiding the *«Hollywood- 
type'" image. He's convinced this would 
effect the integrity of the production. No 
actors, no payola, no props, Just the 
way it happens, 

Bruce Brown began making 8mm films 
as a young surfer, charging 25€ admis- 
Sion at local surf shops, The proceeds, 
as you might suspect, were invested in 
more film, Finally, a surf shop owner, 
Dale Velsey, financed a trip to Hawaii, 
and Brown was on his professional way, 
Since then, he's had offers to film 
Hollywood things like ‘‘Godzilla And The 
Naked Surfboard Chick’’, But he’s always 
turned a deaf ear, even though they were 
financially appealing, 

Waiting, you’d like to think, to start 
production on ‘‘Any Sunday’’,

states? 


Licensing Helps Safety 


Our Trade Association formally adopt- 
ed a resolution in 1965, urging that all 
states enact laws calling for separate 
motorcycle licenses, based on appro- 
priate testing methods, Our belief is that 
this will help eliminate some of the ac- 
cidents which would otherwise occur to 
motorcyclists during their first hours 
and days on public roads, just as auto- 
mobile license examinations undoubtedly 
have contributed to a reduction of acci- 
dents among young drivers in the past 
two decades, Our records indicate that 
about half of the 50 states have provided 
for a separate license for the cyclist, 

Whereas licensing is indisputably the 
jurisdiction of state legislators, training 
is, unfortunately, not as clear-cut an 
issue and cannot be so blithely assigned 
to one group. Most of the conferences on 
this problem have led to resolutions 
urging communities to bear the burden, 
So far, there has not been very much 
action but there are signs of aconcerted 
campaign arising at local levels, We do
